Leader Warns Against Peace 
Offensive from Berlin— Must 
Punish Nazis. 

“There will be no internal re¬ 
volt in Czechoslovakia after the 
war, only settling of accounts with 
Germany,” Senator Vojta Benes, 
former superintendent of the 
Czechoslovakia public school sys¬ 
tem and older brother of Dr. Edu¬ 
ard Benes, president of Czecho- 
slovkia, said at the concluding 
meeting of the Czechoslovak Na¬ 
tional Alliance Convention, held 
in Toronto over the past week¬ 
end. 

“Increasing nervousness and de¬ 
generation of morale among the 
German population of Checho¬ 
slovakia has resulted in the eva¬ 
cuation of many isolated communi¬ 
ties,” Senator Vojta Benes said 
yesterday. He added, that cor¬ 
ruption is rampant among the 
Nazis in Czechoslovakia and that 
all 'German civilians there have 
been sworn in as special cons¬ 
tables and are permitted to shoot 
—under any circumstances — in 
“self defense”. “We are keeping 
a careful blacklist of these Nazis 
and traitors”, he said, “and they 
will pay for their crimes When 
the war is won.” 

Professor J. Zmrhal, president 
of the CzeChosolavk National 
Council of Amerika warned of'fhe 
dangers of a “peace offensive” 
emanating from Berlin. “We must 
mot terminate this war until the 
flags of the United Nations are 
planted in Berlin,” he said. 

A letter from Prime Minister 
King stated in part: “Today the 
war outlook of the United Nations 
may !be brighter than ever before.” 

“Nevertheless, we realize that 
the war ahead may yet be long 
and hard,” continued Mir. King. 
“But I can assure you that the 
'hearts of the people of Canada are 
in unison with those of our Czecho¬ 
slovak friends and Allies in un¬ 
swerving determination to achieve 
that total victory so vital to the 
freedom of all nations. 

“Thousands of gallant Czecho¬ 
slovak soldiers and aviators are 
fighting alongside the British and 
Russians against our common 
enemy. But credit for a share in 
winning those victories must go, 
too, to those gallant people of 
Czechoslovakia, who, though still 
under the iron rule of the op¬ 
pressor, find countless ways to 
outwit him and to slow down his 
war effort.” 

Mr. King expressed particular 
satisfaction at the elevation of 
Dr. F. Pavlasek to Czechoslovak 
Minister to Canada, and the re¬ 
ciprocal appointment of Brigadier 
George P. Vanier as first Cana¬ 
dian Minister to Czechoslovakia. 

The Czechoslovak National Al¬ 
liance of Canada, in a reply to 
Mr. King, “recognized” that “in 
this struggle the unity of Canada 
is of major importance to all 
Canadians. Only through such 
unity can we do our utmost to 
attain the common aims of this 
country and of the United Na¬ 
tions.” 

This fourth annual convention 
was attended by representatives 
from most of the ninety chapters 
of the Alliance across the Domin¬ 
ion, besides a number of distin¬ 
guished visitors. Among the latter 
were Czechoslovak Minister to 
Ottawa Dr. F. Pavlasek, who was 
elected as the honorary president 
of the Alliance; Dr. J. Gardavsky, 
Czechoslovak Consul General, Mbn- 
treal; Colonel iC. Hutnik, officer 
commanding the Czechoslovak 
Military Mission in Canada and

Plans have now been changed 
however, and council learns that 
the government has authorized the 
large dredger, which has been at 
Blairmore all summer, to dredge 
the Old Man river from Blairmore 
to Coleman. It is understood that 
it will straighten out part of the 
river at Michalski’s ranch. When 
the dredger reaches Coleman the 
council will take up the matter of 
straightening a portion of the 
river nearby west Coleman with 
provincial authorities. 

For the third time in the past 
two years John Mzera, of west 
Coleman asked permission to keep 
a goat for reasons of health. The 
council refused permission for the 
third time. 

A reply was received from the 
Oil Controller’s office regarding 
council's protest on bus curtail¬ 
ment. 

A number of the street lights 
on main street are giving trouble 
by breaking too often. A. W. 
Murphy, of Cowley, who the coun¬ 
cil has engaged to install the new 
lighting system, was phoned for 
on Tuesday morning to come to 
Coleman and properly install the 
lamps installed some months ago. 

Permission was granted Mr. 
Buydens a week ago to make ready 
the open air skating rink and get 
an ice surface as soon as possible. 
In the past he has been given $50 
monthly and asked for an increase 
this season of $25. His request was 
granted. The lighting system over 
the rink will likely be improved as 
Councillor Jenkins was authorized 
to have an electrician inspect it, 
and make suggestions towards im¬ 
provement.

Leather-clad officers' canps were 
presented by Lieut.-General Kenneth 
Stuart, Chief of the General Staff at 
St. Jerome, Quebec, recently when 
a class of 134 candidates for the 
Brockville C.O.T.C. graduated from 
the Basic.

Jerome. General Stuart urged the 
embryo officers to study the char¬ 
acters and habits of their troops 
thoroughly as it was a great privi¬ 
lege to lead men. 

The Canadian School of Army Ad¬ 
ministration has been transferred 
from L’Esterel, Quebec, to Kempt- 
ville,. (Ont.) Agricultural School 
where 1,300 administrative personnel 
can be trained annually. 


Figures published by the Navy League show that great 
expansion has taken place in the Canadian navy since 
the beginning of the war. At that time, Canada had 
only eleven fighting ships and less than eighteen hun- 
consists of more, than thre? hundred ships and over 
forty thousand men. In addition, our merchant navy has expanded greatly 
and is playing a most important part in carrying supplies to Britain and 
to the fighting fronts, and in bringing essential supplies back to Canada. 
This great increase in the numbers of both our fighting and merchant ships 
has involved much expansion in the Canadian shipbuilding industry. It is 
estimated that there are now mere than forty thousand workers employed 
in building ships and that this is the largest single industry operating in 
Canada at the present time. While it is estimated that our navy is now 
twenty times as strong as it was when the war began, still greater expan¬ 
sion is planned, and as long as the war lasts it will continue to grow in size 
and power.

Now He’s a Senator 

W. Rupert Davies, one of three 
recently appointed to the Senate, 
is a former weekly newspaper pub¬ 
lisher who came from Wales. He 
is 63 years of age. He was 15 
when he came to Canada, and his 
first venture in the country news¬ 
paper tfiield was in Thamesville, 
Out. As he progressed, he became 
sufficiently affluent to purchase 
the Renfrew Mercury; then going 
into the daily newspaper field, 
he purchased an interest in the 
British Whig of Kingston, Ont., 
and later secured the interest of 
his partner, following the latter’s 
death. 

Rupert is much like the type 
of the home town boy who made 
good. He was always somewhat 
dandified about his dress, wearing 
a flower in the lapel of 'his coat 
and carrying a walking cane, Some 
of his acquaintances even hinted 
that Rupert liked to “throw on 
the dog.” In 1924 he organized a 
tour for a large party of weekly 
newspapermen and their wives, 
which took them to Britain and 
the continent. He even saw that 
they were invited to a garden 
party at Buckingham Palace, and 
it 'being a formal affair, most of 
the editors had to hunt around 
to hire morning coats, striped 
pants and top hats. But Rupert 
was quite at home about it all, 
and carried it through to the 
King’s taste. And in Paris they 
were the guests of high ranking 
members of the French govern¬ 
ment. 

Of course, in a large party such 
as that which went over, there is 
almost bound to be someone who 
kicks over the traces, and a couple 
of unattached members, free of 
the restraining influence of wives, 
went on a binge, tangled up with 
a patrol of gendarmes, and finish¬ 
ed up in a police court in Belgium. 
Both are now dead. 

The appointment of Rupert to 
the Senate will be hailed with 
satisfaction by members of the 
weekly press, for at one time he 
was president of Canadian Week¬ 
ly Newspapers Association. If 
Rupert set 'his mind on an ob¬ 
jective, he usually arrived there. 

So now, he is the Honorable W. 
Rupert Davies. Next thing may 
be that he will blossom forth with 
a title such as Lord Rupert of 
Welshpool. 

Why Not Pay Debts?

The Power of Advertising in 
Victory Loan Campaign 

To the faint-hearted or those 
Who doubt the power of adver¬ 
tising in its effect on public con¬ 
sciousness, it is pointed out that 
in three weeks the Third Victory 
Loan was subscribed to the 
amount of almost a billion dollars. 

Of course, the efforts of sales¬ 
men and the patriotism of the 
public were the clinching factors 
in getting 'this big sum, but the 
barrage oif advance advertising 
and publicity made the people 
receptive and impressed on them 
the benefit and the necessity of 
subscribing. 

The cost to the government for 
advertising to support the Third 
Victory Loan was only about one- 
tentih of a cent for every dollar 
subscribed. This covered all forms 
of publicity and advertising. 

Of course there was a lot of 
donated advertising by business 
houses throughout the Dominion, 
as there was also by retail mer¬ 
chants lin small towns.

Some Stores Start Selling 

Oranges at New Low Prices 

Today. 

Housewives heard with pleasure 
the announcement made at the 
week end by Finance Minister 
Ilsley that tea, coffee, oranges and 
milk prices would be lower/ the 
first three immediately, while milk 
prices would take a two-cent per 
quart-drop later in the month. 

On Monday, Dec. 7, tea and cof¬ 
fee prices were reduced 10 cents 
and 4 cents per pound respectively. 
Oranges, however, maintained their 
regular price levels simply because 
no one knew what prices were to 
be charged. 

It was decided to maintain pres¬ 
ent orange prices till stocks on 
hand were depleted and charge the 
new price on new stocks. Some 
merchants depleted their stocks on 
Wednesday and today were selling 
the oranges at the new low price, 
which is from five cents to ten 
cents per dozen lower than last 
week's prices, depending on the 
grade of oranges. 

Local milk dealers have not yet 
received notice to reduce their milk 
prices, but await instructions to 
put the new price into effect.

Resolution on Full

Canadians Endorsed 


Council to Send Resolution to 

Ottawa and Edmonton. 

On Monday evening the council 
endorsed unanimously a resolution 
of the Toronto city council peti¬ 
tioning the Dominion government 
to establish a Royal Commission 
to be charged with investigating 
means of obtaining security from 
fear and want for every person in 
Canada. 

In discussing the resolution men¬ 
tion was made of the Beveridge 
report released in London for so¬ 
cial security following the war in 
Britain. 

Councillors were agreed that now 
was the time to set up machinery 
to prepare for the peace following 
the war. Some were of the opinion 
that the Toronto resolution did not 
go deep enough. 

Text of iResolution

“Whereas the struggle for secur¬

John Kanik Died 
On Monday 

Had Been Ill For Some Months; 

Funeral Held This Morning. 

The death occurred in the local 
hospital of John Kanik, 51, follow¬ 
ing an illness of several months. 
Deceased had not worked since the 
middle of this summer and had 
been a hospital patient on a few 
occasions, last entering the hos¬ 
pital on Nov. 9. 

He was a native of Czechoslo¬ 
vakia and had been a resident of 
Coleman for a great many years. 
He first was an employee of Inter¬ 
national Coal & Coke Co. and in 
or about 1917 became an employee 
of McGillivray Creek Coal Co., 
with which company he remained 
till his final illness. He is survived 
by his wife. 

The funeral was held this morn¬ 
ing from the family residence in 
East Coleman, the cortege proceed¬ 
ing to Holy Ghost church, where 
requiem high mass was sung. In¬ 
terment was made in the local 
Catholic cemetery.

This action is taken in line with the Government's declared determi¬ 
nation to stabilize living costs on a basis that is fair to all. It is 
a developing attack on the menace of inflation which arises out of 
wartime conditions. The prices of tea, coffee and oranges are now 
lowered by official order. Plans for reduction in the price of milk to 
the consumer are also under way and will be announced in the near 
future. The items chosen have been selected because of their 
important place in the weekly budget of every home in Canada. 


TEA and COFFEE Effective now—the retail price of tea is 

reduced by 10c per pound and the retail price of coffee by 4c per 
pound below the recent lawful ceiling prices. 

The table below indicates how the reduction of 10c per pound 
applies to less-than-pound packages; and is for purposes of 
illustration only.

BULK TEA 

The reduction in the maximum retail prices of bulk tea sold in 
quantities less than a pound should correspond to the reduction in 
retail prices for the small sizes of packaged tea. 

TEA BAGS 

Reductions in retail prices of tea packaged in tea bags must 
correspond to those made on packaged tea. 


ORANGES Oranges must be reduced to give consumers the 

benefit of the reduction in cost to retailers brought about by lower 
prices for the new crop, by seasonal removal of import duty (effec¬ 
tive December 1st, this year) and by the removal of the War 
Exchange Tax. Oranges should sell at or below the September- 
October 1941 retail price levels.

SPECIAL NOTICE TO RETAILERS: 

Retailers will be compensated for any loss on present stocks—in order 
that these reductions may be enjoyed by the public immediately. Retailers 
should take inventory of their floor stocks of tea and coffee as of the 
close of business, Saturday, December 5th. They will shortly receive forms 
upon which to make their claims for compensation for losses on inventory 
due to these price reductions.
